Spark Plug Leakage.

Bpark plug leakagé is a frequent
and unsuspected ‘source of power
loss. Some plugs have a tendency to
leak when very hot and for this rea-
son It s well to make an occasional
test by dropping a little oll around the
packing joints and watching for bub-
bles. With a good plug such leakag=s
can usually be obviated by taking ‘up
on the packing gland.

As a rule, pwners of electric ve-
hicles show thelr wisdom by leaving
the care of the storage batteries to
thosew ho have had experiesnce with
therm. But there are a few things
that are of particular importance to

thelr own tinkering. One of them is
to refrain from putting acid in the
electrolyte to bring it up to the proper
hyfrometer test. "' A cell that tess oo
low In aclid usually needs a long slow
“soaking” or overcharging, which
has he effect of driving the acid out
of the plates into the solution, and so
bringing up the reading. Acid shoulgt
not be added unless the readiing can-
not otherwise be brm.!_zht up.

Curing Engines of Smoking.
Engines that have sgerious smoking
proclivities frequently can be perma-
nently cured by converting the lower
packing ring into a wiper. This is
done in effect by drilling a series of
ery small holes into the interior of
the piston through a small chamber
that has previdusly been filed around
the lower edge of the lower ring slot.
This permits oil ‘that is scraped off
the cylinder wall by the downward
movement of @ the piston to drain
through into the interior of the piston.
instead of accumulating in a very
small sort of bank and finding its anly
éscape between the ring and the cyl-
inder. In making the chamber care
should be taken mot to rob the ring
of a proper seating. The! holes
should not be over one-sixteenth inch
in diameter, and should be drilled at
an angle of about 45 deg'rees to the
axis of thmcylindur. :

The woman Apache is hard to han-
dle. Beeause of her sex sghe feels that!
deference l= due her on the nmd—a!l|
men must take to the gutters. She
uses the middle of the road instead of
keeping on the proper side, to the
discomfiture of everv car she m{-ﬁ-ts.|

But the meanest of all is the' official
Apache of the road. Who hasn't
seen him * He is a city plate-holder.
He thinks he owns the earth. His
business 1s no more {mportant than
anybody else's, but he !Imagines he
must get there .a mile a minute. And
the policeman whose business it is to
see that all traffic laws are obeyed
salutes him and ¥ells at other people
o ®et out of the way.

No man who keeps within a speed
of thirty-five miles an hour in the
.open country and observes clity speed
rules can be called reckless. Faster
than that, he Is an Apache -to be
shunned by all reputabls automobll-
ists. At miore than thirty-five miles
the man at the wheel cannot handle
his ear properly. because he doesn'f
know what is ahead and he can't stop
ghort enocugh to provide for the safe-
ty of the occupants of his car or of
any car he is apt to meet. .On curves
at a faster speed it is impossible for
a car coming to see if the other is

sufficiantly far enouzh over on the
right side of the road to pass in
Bafety.

Our standard roads are sixteen feet
in width. This gives =ight feet for
each car in passing. At more than
‘thirty-five miles an hour a car has
a. sway in rounding a curve that will
not leave clearance for the fellow com-
ing in the other direction and observ-
ing all ths rules of the road. Fur-
thermore our roads are not banked
shigh enough at curves to prevent
swaying and skidding if a car is geing
at a Ereater speed, and the result is
that the luckless futomobilist coming
the other way Iis sideswiped and up-
set—oOr Wworse.

You may be sure that the Apache
who violates this essential of safety
for the other fellow s also the one
who tgnores all danger signals on the
roadway. What does he care? Ie
belongs most likely, to that seven per
gent. of automdbilists who Tun away
after the accident and =asre never
caught agalin. Thése cases AVErags
two a week In New York. In fact,
there are less than sixty arrests to
every thousand saccldents, and then
only a small percentage of convictions
even in these. r

The remedy lies In strongiy enforcs
ing the speed laws ah#d in the rigid
observance eof all treffic rules. Failure
to do this should result in the sus-
pension and -“annulment of licensea
Everybody who drives o car should
be Hcen=ad, so that the privilega could
be taken away in case of reckless

driving. This obtains in New Jer-
say, Connecticut and Massachusetts

and in many other states further re-
moved, and has materially . reduced
the number of accidenis due to reck-
lesa driving. In New York omly a
profe-ﬁonn.l cx'na.ul‘!eur requires a 1i-
censea.

S8ince January 1 in thls state we
have had 4,000 arrests for feckless
driving. The great majority of these
cases have resulted in the mere jm-
position of the minimum fine of $25,
and the road-burning still goes on ev-
erywhere, It will mever be rended
until every one Is licensved every-
where, and a regular system of sus-
pension and forfeliture of license is in-
Sugurated from one end of the coun-
try to the other.

“Then we will ba rid of the Apache
of the road. And the other hun-
dreds of thousands of decent automo-
bolists may thean enjoy thelr cars
without fear that at the next curve
they will bbe run down by some maniac
who has no thought for the safety
of any one, not even his own—New
York paper.

~ Autos and Trolley Cars.

Hiram Percy Maxim, the famous in-
ventor, writes as follows to the Hart-
ford Times;

As a rvesult of a few months" ex-
perience with the automobile law pro-
hibiting sutomobiles passing street
cars on the off side, I am Jled to make
the following comments, &pecin“y as
you frequently devote editorial space
to this subject:

I use Fermington avenue out to
Prospect savenue four times a day
when I am in Hartford. I also use
Albany avenue freguently, and, of
course, Maln strest! Coming down
Farmington avenue in the mornlng
and going out In the evening, there
will be every morning a time when
from six to twenty automobiles will
be jammed behind a street car. It
seeme to oceur when an automobile
with a eareful driver happens to come
even with a etreet car at =ome little
distance out the avenue. This care-
ful driver will stop each tf'me the
car stops and will not drive reck-
lessly n -ord;r to pass the car. , Fur-

4

thermore, e usually wilfl not take
chances in’ squeezing through be-
tween the car and a standing auto-
mobile at the eurb. The clearance
is very small and, at the speed nec-
essary to get by the street car, it is a
bit tickliish.

When thls careful driver and a
street car happen to come together
on their way downtown, it always
sccumulates & large number of au-
teamoblles by the time the street car
reaches Sigourney street or Broad
street, I have frequently seen A
véritable jam between Flower strest
and Broad street and extremely dan-
gerous sitnations.

This law, of course, prohlbita us
passing around the off side of the
car, no matter how open the street
may be, This seems to be about the
only place we can hape to look for
2. solution of our difficuity. and it is
getting to be considerable of a diffi-
culty at that. It Is perfectly proper,
up to & certain limit, that we users
of automobiles should give the street
car passenger a chance to safsly get
off to ‘get on the car. Since many
of us seem to lack common sensa it
is necessary to broadly prohibit pass-
ing a standing trolley car. It seems
unnecessary to the ordinary automo-

bile driver, but practice has proven |

motion some drivers will rush

through a group of passengers got-
ting off. & car. But [t does not seem
necessary 1o the same extent to pro-
hibit passing the car on the off side.

I have driven more years than
any ¢ther person in the state, al-
though possibly not so many
as some. In =all these twenly years
in which I have driven automobiles
in our city streets T have never had
but one approach to an accident by
passing around the outside of a trol-
ley car. Pretty nearly every other
kind of an accident has happened to
me, s0 that I feel it pretty good
evidence that the hazard in passing

around the oytside is not great. ' In
any event, I deem thea question
worthy of more consideration, be-
[ causse we are developing an ex-
tremely dangerous situation at the
present time. We ars putting &
premium on aceldents and Teckless
driving., because one must perforce

be reckless in order to get by a trol-
ley car. To stand back of the car
ten feet and not start until It starts,
and then paes it before It gets to the
next white pole, requires real racing
talent, and this is what we are all
doing every day in the weak on
Farmington avenue and Albany ave-
nue, to my personal knowledge. I
am one of the racers myself and
kEnow what I am talking about. It
reminds me of my old days in track
racing where we had to make a
quick getaway in order to get the
pole at the quarter turmn.

When the careful automobile driver
comes along he declines to race and
stops at every stop the car makes.
This accumulatea a large number of
other cars which are all ockeying for
position in the hopes that they can
and
the rear end of ths trolley car. There
is no use argung that we all should
limit ourselves to ths speed of a trol-
ley car which stops at évery white
pole between Frospect avenue and
Ford street. Tt would be cheaper to
dig a subway for one or the other of
us than to hold back prograss to this
extent.
